Opening addresses by government 
and defense counsel yestrdaye laid the 
groundwork for the jury’s understand- 
ing of the facts involved in the trial 
of Albert B. Fall, former Secretary of 
the Interior, and Edward L. Doheny, 
California oil magnate, charged with 
conspiracy to defraud the United States 
in connection with the Elk Hills naval 
reserve lease. The first of the govern- 
witnesses began taking the 
stand, amid clashes of opposing counsel, 
to pave the way for the testimony 
which scores of other witnesses are to 


’ offer. 


The evidence so far offered is merely 
preliminary and the presentation of the 
government’s case by Owen J. Roberts 
and the initial outline of the defense 
by Frank J. Hogan have served only to 
give the youthful jurymen an advance 
picture of what the witnesses;are to 
testify to. 

The consensus yesterday at the end 
of the day’s proceedings was that the 
twelve laymen, most of whom had no 
conception of what the oil leases were 
ali about, now understand more about 
the Fall-Doheny case than 99 per cent 
of the people of the country. For they 
have had, for the first time since the 
leases became a matter of public inter- 
est, a fair presentation of both sides of 
the case. Whichever way the trial goes, 
it is apparent now that the orderly 
processes of justice in a court of law are 
at last to supplant the sort of procedure 
which made this case the vehicle for 
political speeches and encouraged all 
manner of distorted versions of the 
facts involved. 


Roberts Outlines Charges. 


As expected, Mr. Roberts made an 
impressible presentation of the gov- 
ernment’s charges. He outlined chrono- 
logically the alleged events upon which 
the charges are based and sought to 
instruct the jury—much in the way 
a professor would instruct his class— 
as to the significance of the alleged 
facts he cited. 

Secretary Fall, he charged, conceiv- 
ed the plan to use the government's 
royalty” oil to pay for the storage 
tanks to be built by Doheny. Then, 
while the negotiations for the Pearl 
Harbor tanks and the leasing of 
Naval Reserve, No. 1, were pending, 
Fall permitted Doheny to advance 
$100,000 to him, secretly and in such 
manner that Fall did not tell the 
truth about it, the government 
charged. The favoritism shown to 
Doheny, the absence of competitive 
bidding, according to Mr. Roberts, 
was in violation of the law, while the 
contracts and leases themselves were 
illegal and not authorized by the 
Congress. 

This, in a nutshell, is the general 
picture of the government's case as 
painted in about an hour's time by 
Mr. Roberts. Those who have felt 
confident that the government's case 
was in good hands, when intrusted to 
Mr. Roberts and Atlee Pomerene, were 
more than ever satire ‘i when Mr. 
Roberts concluded at 10:30 o'clock. 

What Defense Expects to )Prove. 

_ Then came the other side of the pic- 
ture. Frank J. Hogan, Doheny’s chief 
counsel, proceeded to outline what the 
defense expects to prove, not only 
through its own witnesses, but from the 
lips of the witnesses called by the gov- 
ernment. For three hours Mr. Hogan 
addressed the jurymen'in his effort to} 
present a complete and at times neces- 
earily detailed picture of the case from 
his client’s standpoint and the stand- 
point of Mr. Fall.

New York, Nov. 23 (By A. P.).—The 
German auxillary barkentine Carmen, 
seized 140 miles off New York, was or- 
dered released today. It will be con- 
veyed out of port tomorrow morning. 

The German consul general in New 
York was ordered by the German em- 
bassy to investigate the vessel’s seizure 
today. 

The ship’s papers were regular, a 
member of the German consulate told 
Federal officials after examining them. 
The release followed. 

It had been reported that there were 
100,000 cases of whisky aboard. 

In Washington, it was said that 
seizure of the vessel 140 miles from 
New York was regarded by offcials of 
the German embassy as conflicting 
with the smuggling treaty of two years 
ago between the American and Ger- 
man governments. The embassy as- 
Sumed the Carmen -was loaded in the 
free port of Hamburg, which is being 
used by British distillers for their 
shipments abroad, especially to Canada. 
In shipping circles here tonight, the 
prevailing opinion was that the coast 
guard had mistaken the identity of 
the ship. 

Although Capt. A. J. Henderson, 
commandant of the New York coast 
guard division, declined to make any 
statement concerning the vessel, it was 
said she had cleared from Bremen on

Brother-in-Law of Dead 
Minister Takes Stand 
in Own Defense. 


EXPERTS DISCREDIT 
FINGERPRINT CLEWS 


Three Declare Mark on Card 
Placed on Victim Is Not 
the Defendant’s. 


Somerville, N. J., Nov. 23 (By A. P.).— 
Willie Stevens told a Somerset county 
jury today that he had “absolutely 


-| nothing at all’? to do with the murder 


of Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills and the Rev. 
Edward W. Hall and knows “nothing at 
all” about it. 

The defendant, on trial with his 
brother, Henry, and his sister, Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall, on a charge of 
murdering Mrs. Mills, told his story on 
direct examination in 25 minutes and 
had been cross-examined for 55 min- 
utes when court adjourned for the day. 
He will resume the witness stand to- 
morrow. 

The defendant testified after all the 
previous testimony of the day had been 
concerned with a calling card of the 
Rev. Mr. Hall, introduced in evidence by 
the State as found near the body of the 
slain minister and which, according to 
State experts, bears the imprint of the 
left index finger of Willie Stevens. 

A trio of defense fingerprint experts 
testified that the imprint on the card 
was not that of the defendant. With 
huge enlarged photographs of the print 
in evidence and Willie Stevens’ own fin- 
gerprint, J. H. Taylor, of the Navy De- 
partment; Frederick Sandberg, of the 
Washington police, and Gerhardt 
Kuhne, of the New York police, pointed 
out to the jury discrepancies in the two 
prints as they found them. 


Willie Stevéns Enters Denial. 


Willie Stevens quickly denied he was 
in or near North Plainfield the night 
of the slaying of his brother-in-law and 
Mrs. Mills, as was testified to by two 
State witnesses. He said he had never 
worn a derby hat, had never suffered 
from epilepsy and did not wear a gold 
watch, characteristics of the man de- 
scribed in the testimony linking the 
defendant with North Plainfield. 

He explained at the outset of his 
testimony that he was not a member 
of the church of which his brother-in- 
law was rector, but was a communicant 
of Christ Episcopal church, New Bruns- 
wick. He said that he knew Mrs. Mills 
“very slightly,” and that his relations 
with Mr. Hall were ‘very cordial.”’ 

The witness gave his answers in an 
emphatic voice, but during his direct 
examination showed extraordinary 
vigor, only when he told of what he 
described as a “severe grilling” by de- 
tectives, when he declared the investi- 
gators “cursed me and did everything 
but strike me.” 

He was questioned by Clarence E. 
Case of defense counsel as to a revolver. 
Willie said he owned such a weapon of 
the hammerless type and in 1922 had 
had it for 15 or 20 years. It had not 
been used for years, he said, and was 
last fired with blank cartridges as part 
of a Fourth of July demonstration.

The last message received by the 
Navy Department from the PN-10 
planes, attempting a nonstop fiight 
from Hampton Roads, Va., to Colon, 
Panama, was at 10:20 o’clock last 
night, when the PN-10 No. 1 reported 
its position 180 miles east of Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov. 23 (By A. P.).—The 
navy’s all-metal seaplanes, PN-10 No. 1 
and PN-10 No. 2, tonight were soaring 
their way southward in their attempted 
2,170-mile nonstop flight from Hamp- 
ton Roads to Colon, Panama. 

Heavily laden with gasoline and sup- 
plies and four men each, the planes 
took off here within eight minutes of 
each other, No. 1 at 4:18 p. m. and No. 
2 at 4:26, and headed eastward to Cape 
Henry, whence they turned for the 
straightaway course down the South 
Atlantic seaboard. 

The position of the Panama flight 
planes at 10 p. m., was latitude 31:15, 
longitude 77:27 a point off Brunswick, 
Ga., according to a radio message from 
the PN-10 picked up here. The planes 
then were making a speed of 76 knots 
an hour, the message stated. 

The naval communications office at 
10:05 o’clock was in communication 
with the plane PN-10 No. 1, but the 
position was not given. The operator 
on the plane simply radioed that he 
“had nothing to report.” This was 
taken as an indication that the flight 
was progressing as anticipated. Effort 
was being made to communicate with 
the tender ship, Sand Piper, off Charles- 
ton, to see if the fliers had passed that 
point. 

At 6:20 p. m., naval radio messages 
placed the planes 35 miles off Cape Hat- 
teras, having flown 135 miles at 94.5 
miles an hour. 

Difficulty at Start. 

Because of their heavy loads, both 
machines had considerable difficulty in 
getting off the water and each made 
three attempts before it finally took 
the air. The first up, piloted by Lieut. 
Byron J. Connell and Lieut. Lawrence 
W. Curtin, circled around until No. 2 
plane, piloted by Lieut. Comdr. H. 
T. Bartlett, flight commander, got off. 
Then both planes moved off and were 
flying close together when they disap- 
peared from view. 

In No. 2 plane, besides Commander 
Bartlett, were Lieuts. H. C. Rodd and 
C. H. Schildauer and Machinist Mate 
Charles J. Sutter. Also in No. 1 were

AUTO THEFTS ALLEGED 


Asbury Park, N. J., Nov. 23 (By A. P.). 
The existence of a secret society in 
boys’ and girls’ reform schools in Wash- 
ington, D. C., was revealed here. today 
with the capture of two young couples 
alleged to be automobile thieves and 
escaped inmates of institutions. 

The prisoners were Clarence Will- 


and Blanche Meredith, each 17. The 
boys were held in $500 bail each on 
charges of grand larceny, and the girls 
in $300 each as material witnesses. 

They were arrested in a camp on 
the outskirts of the city, and in their 
possession police found an elaborately 
drawn code of regulations of the “Ace 
of Spades,” an organization of which 
one Louis Harris is captain. 

Provisions of the code forbade opera- 
tions of “Lone Wolves.” Crimes were to 
be committed only in pairs. All mem- 
bers of the “Ace of Spades’ were for- 
bidden to drink liquor, and gloves were 
to be worn during the commission of 
crimes. 

Police said the four escaped from dif- 
ferent institutions by prearrangement, 
stole an automobile in Washington and 
proceeded to Philadelphia, where an- 
other car was taken and used for the 
trip to this city, where they are alleged 
to have stolen another machine. 


Officials at the National Training 
School for Boys said last night a Clar- 
ence Williams had escaped from the in-: 
stitution last Friday. A Caesar Root 
was discharged from the school about a 
month ago. Both boys, who officials be- 
lieve to be the same as those arrested 
in Asbury Park, N. J., are colored.

reformation and scenes from the life of | 


Martin Luther, 350 Washington pas- 
tors and lay members of the Lutheran 
Church last night particpated in a 
pageant at the Washington auditorium. 
Medieval costumes enhanced the effect 
of realism lent by the performers, who 
moved unhesitatingly through the 
various phases of the spectacle. 

Martin Luther, the German monk 
who became a reformer, was the cen- 
tral figure. This role was taken by 
Rev. H. E. Snyder, pastor of the Church 
of the Atonement, who played his 
part convincingly. About hm revolv- 
ed the figures of cardinals, electors, 
bishops, courtiers and pages against a 
background of somber simplicity. The 
climax was reached in the scene of the 
diet of Worms, where Luther was 
shown giving his celebrated address 
before the assembiéd churchmen. 

Processions of sixteenth century 
splendor preceded the close of the 
drama. Singing by the Davison Glee 
club was a feature, as well as music 
by the Marine band. A military note 
was lent by the presence of details of 
guards from the Knights Templar, in 
full uniform.

BARS FOR MONUMENT 


Proposal, to Prevent Suicides, 
Will Go to Fine Arts 
Commission. 


NO OPPOSITION EXPECTED 


Three horizontel and two vertical 
bars probably will be placed in each of 


the Washington monument windows to 
prevent further suicides, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by public buildings 
and parks officials. The plan provides 
for bars bending outward from the 
window so as to obstruct as little view 
as possible. The bars will be arranged 
at Antervals close enough to prevent 
any person crawling between them.

George W. Holland, of the geological 
survey, was sworn and was asked to 
hold himself in readiness to produce 
documents from his files if they were 
reqyired. 

Henry A. Stewart, commander U. S. 
navy, was next sworn and told to be 
ready to produce official documents 
from the Navy Department.

“They worked, not at the desks or 
in the offices, but with pick and shovel 
in the broad out of doors, until the 
time came when Fall abandoned his 
more or less successful prospecting and 
gained admission to the bar. 

“That friendship was renewed later, 
when both men lived in apartments at 
Wardman Park, where they lived over 
their earlier experiences, as old men 
will, and at a time when Senator Fall's 
keen insight into the Mexican situ- 
ation, where the bulk of Mr. Doheny’s 
interests then were, once more elicited 
the latter’s keen admiration for his 
d pal.” 

After declaring that the government 
had lost 23,000,000 barrels ‘of oil. be- 
cause of drainage from adjacent lands, 


' Mr. Hogan continued: 


“When in March, 1921, Edwin Denby 
became Secretary of the Navy his at- 
tention was called to this situation and 
he was advised that while the govern- 
ment was sleeping over 3,000 barrels 
a day were being taken out by private 
concerns, for,” said Mr. Hogan, “you 
might as well expect to fill a bawl with 
liquid, cover it with a pasteboard, draw 
a line across the middle and let me 
insert a straw and suck up the liquid 
with an injunction not to draw any 
from your side of the line, as to for- 
bid an oil driller who drills a well on 
his side of a surveyor’s line from draw- 
ing any oil from the government’s side 
of that line. 


Offered to Advance Loan. 


“It was during one of these conversa- 
tions that Fall told Doheny of his.de- 
sire, following his retirement from pub- 
lic life, to acquire the adjoining Harris 
ranch, and it was then that Mr. Do- 
heny offered to lend him the sum re- 
quired. Mr. Fall explained that if his 
negotiations were successful he would 
like to have the loan in cash, because 
from the point at 
which he expected to consummate the 
deal was 20 miles away and because 
there were eight heirs and he thought 
the transaction would be facilitated by 
payment in a form which would permit 
of immediate division. 

“Accordingly, when he telephoned Mr. 
Doheny that he had been successful 
and could use the loan, for which he 
had offered a mortgage, although Mr. 
Doheny had declined to accept it, Mr. 
Doheny borrowed the funds from his 
son, his own bank balance in New York 
being insufficient, and his son brought 
the money to Mr. Fall in Washington 
and secured Mr. Fall’s note therefor. 
This was more than a year before the 
Navy Department had definitely de- 
cided on its Pearl Harbor construction 
and at a time when Mr. Doheny con- 
fidently expected Mr. Fall to resign from 
the cabinet on March 4, 1922.” 

Mr. Hogan outlined the evidence 
which, he said, will be submitted re- 
garding the tearing of the note and the 
confiding of the s.gnature to Mfs. Do- 
heny.. 

“Every dollar of that note has been 
secured,” declared Mr. Hogan, thus re- 
vealing a fact not hitherto disclosed.

“The transfer was made openly and 
publicly. It was known of all men. 
It took place in the office of the collec- 
tor of customs and the deed was im- 
mediately and publicly recorded. And 
in this connection it will be shown you 
that when Mr. Doheny loaned this 
money to his old friend he knew that

Government’s Case Presented. 


After court convened a few minutes 
late yesterday, Mr. Roberts began the 
presentation of the government’s case. 
Because of the involved nature of the 
case it was necessary to simplify tech- 
nical explanations as much as possible 
for the benefit of the jury. 

“The charge is a serious one,” Mr. 
Roberts said, “and its consequences to 
the government are equally as grave. 
The government’s policy, he said, was 
to keep the oil conserved for the navy 
in the ground. 

“The navy has lost more than 90 per 
cent of its oil reserve by the contracts 
forming the basis of this prosecution,” 
he declared, “and the Pan-American 
Co. not only stood to make an enor- 
mous profit by the lease, but on the 
construction contract the Pan-Ameri- 
can Co. has made a sum in excess of 
$790,000 by the resale. of royalty oil, 
which it obtained from the govern- 
ment.” 

After citing the statutes covering the 
case and sketching a brief history of 
the public domain policy as far back 
as 1908, Mr. Roberts led up to the ne- 
gotiations concerning Naval Reserve No. 
1, comprising 30,000 or 40,000 acres, he 
said, and thought to contain about 
250,000,000 barrels of oil. 

The statute passed by Congress gave 
the Navy Department jurisdiction over 
this oil, Mr. Roberts contended, but de- 
| clared that the Secretary of the Navy, 
acting under an executive order of the 
President, turned the matter over to 


the Secretary of the Interior to man- 
age. 


Gives Version of Loan. 


Mr. Roberts contended that Doheny's 
contract to build storage tanks at Pearl 
Harbor was conditioned upon his get- 
ting leases in the naval reserves. 

Describing his version of the loan of 
$100,000 to Fall in November, 1911, Mr. 
Roberts said: 

“The whole transaction was sur- 
rounded with secrecy, the reason being 
that Fall wanted to buy a ranch at his 
home at Three Rivers, N. Mex. Secre- 
tary Fall, he said, did not tell the 
truth about the loan, but tried to con- 
}ceal it until the facts came out. 

After further discussion of the con- 
tracts and leases Roberts said: 

“This latest contract meant $100,000,- 
000 in profits to Doheny’s company.” 

He declared he would prove to the 
jury that the payment of $100,000 by 
Doheny to Fall indicated a corrupt 
agreement between them; that the 
agreement involved Doheny’s letting 
leases of enormous value, and that 
these leases were granted without com- 
petitive bidding, and that the con- 
tract to construct the oil tanks was a 
violation of the law. 


Japanese Fleet Mobilized. 


Mr. Hogan’s reply, in which he stated 
the case for the defense, contained 
many surprising features, among them 
being the statement that in December, 
1921, the Japanese war office had issu- 
ed orders for the mobilization of the 
Japanese fleet in anticipation of a 
possible attack on Hawaii. He called 
attention to the fact that Assistant 
Secretary ‘Theodore Roosevelt, who 
helped Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior Finney in getting up the Pearl 
Harbor plans, wrote a letter under date 
of September 9, 1922, urging that all 
this matter be kept confidential, as it 
involved the national defense. 

It was this fact, reported to the 
naval intelligence department by Rear 
Admiral Gleaves, then in command of 
the Asiatic squadron, Mr. Hogan stat- 
ed, which led to the adoption by the 
navy war council of the plans for the 
storage of millions of barrels of fuel 
oil, gasoline, Diesel oil and lubricating 
oils at Pearl Harbor, which storage and 
the payment therefor with naval crude 
oil constitute the basis of the prosecu- 
tion’s allegation of a conspiracy to de- 
fraud. 

“On December 5, 1921, Edwin Denby, 
Secretary of the Navy; Admiral Robin- 
son, chief of engineers of the navy, and 
Admiral Latimer, sudge advocate gen- 
eral, held an important conference pur- 
suant to the news, cabled from the 
Far East by Admiral Gleaves, command- 
ing the Asiatic squadron, that the 
Japanese war office had instructed the 
admiralty to mobilize, the Japanese 
fleet with a view to attacking the 
United States, the first offense to be 
made against Hawali,’’ said Mr. Hogan. 

“This report was guarded with the 
utmost secrecy, such secrecy that even 
the request for copies of this and cor- 
related reports was denied when called 
for by the United States District Court 
of Los Angeles. But in our estimation

LEGISLATION ASKED 
TO AID SHIPBUILDING 


Yard Men Express Concern to 
Board Because of For- 
eign Competition. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Appeals for immediate legislation to 
remedy depression in the shipbuilding 
industry were made to the Shipping 
Board yesterday by shipyard men who 
expressed concern over the future of 
the business because of strenuous 
foreign competition. At the conclu- 
sion of their testimony, which closed 
the census of country-wide opinion on 
what should be done with the Ameri- 
can government-owned merchant ma- 
rine, the board adjourned with the an- 
nouncement that opinions expressed 
at the regional hearings would be em- 
bodied in a report to Congress on a fu- 
ture merchant marine policy, requested 
by the Jones resolution. 

“American shipyards can not com- 
pete with foreign yards because of 
higher material and labor costs,” said 

G. Smith, vice president of the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corporation 

H. C. Hunter, secretary of the Coun- 
cil of American Shipbuilders, advocated 
passage of the Pepper bill which would 
remit to shipbuilders tariff charges ap- 
plying to materials used in the con- 
struction of ships. Harwood Palmer, 
president of the Marine News, of New 
York, ufged enforcement of the pref- 
erential rail rates clause of the mer- 
chant marine act to do for ships what 
tariff does for manufacturing. Andrew 
Furuseth, president of the Interna- 
tional Seamen’s Union, defended at- 
tacks on navigation laws and said the 
tendency nowadays is for shipowners 
to take ships from foreign trade and 
enter them in coastwise and inter- 
coastal service.

GERMAN BANK LOSES 
FIGHT ON MARK DEBT 


Payment Must Be in Same 
Number as Borrowed, Su- 
preme Court Rules. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

A German mark is a german mark, 
the Supreme Court held yesterday, and 
debts contracted in marks before this 
country entered the world war can be 
repaid by handing over the same num- 
ber of marks as were borrowed, regard- 
less of the rate of exchange. 

The court also decided that debts 
owed citizens of this country by Ger- 
man subjects and payable in Germany 
before the United States entered the 
war can be collected out of the pro- 
ceeds of German alien property seized 
by the American government. 

The decision was handed down in the 
case of the Die-Deutsche Bank Filiale, 
involving a debt owed by it to Charles 
F. Humphrey, of California. The lower 
court held that such debts should be 
estimated in the exchange value of 
marks at the rate prevailing when pay- 
ment became due, and the bank con- 
tended the exchange at the rtae of 
judgment should be taken.

Ottawa, Nov. 23 (By A. P.).—Ameri- 
can and Canadian engineers have failed

sion, made public tonight, shows. 

The American section proposes a full 
single stage power development in 
which all the practical head available 
in that section of the river would be 
concentrated in one dam below Long 
Sault Rapids at the foot of Barnhart 
island. The Canadian section propose 
the development of power at Ogden 
istand near Morrisburg, and at the Long 
Sault in a double stage scheme. 

The total installed capacity of the 
two pians would be: Single stage 
(American plan), 2,730,000 horsepower 
e1d double stage (Canadian plan), 2,- 
619,000 horsepower. 

The estimated cost of the develop- 
ment of power alone in the St. Law- 
rence under both projects: Single stage, 
$290,172,000; double stage, $308,792,000. 

The estimated cost of improving the 
Cc. Lawrence for navigation alone is 
$167,720,000 under either scheme. 
F-om Lake Ontario to Montreal only, 
the estimated cost is: Single stage, 
$394,000,000; double stage, $423,600,000. 
From head of lakes to Montreal,. the 
estimated cost is: Single stage, $553,- 
200,000; double stage, $582,800,000. This 
includes the entire cost of Welland 
Ship canal, estimated at $114,000,000.

TASK TO BEGIN IN SPRING. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 23 (By A. P.).—| 
Maryland’s. agriculturally rich Eastern | 
Shore, with its gardens, melon patches, | 
canneries and oyster packing plants, | 
nearly 50 miles nearer Baltimore by 
highway, and hence nearer the mar- 
kets of the world, would be one of whe 
outstanding results of a proposed 8- 
mile bridge span across Chesapeeke 
bay. The span, which would be per- 
haps the longest of its kind in the 
world, also would make the highway 
distance from the southern half of 
Delaware less to Baltimore than to 
Philadelphia, its present normal market. 

Provided War Department, congres- 
sional and other sanctions are forth- 
coming, the bridge will be started next 
spring by the Chesapeake Bay Bridge 
Co., just chartered. The company is 
prepared to spend $100,000,000 in con- 
struction work- The bridge would be 
operated on a toll hasis. Previous 
companies have proposed tubes under 
the bay, rapid ferry and barge fleets 
and combined vehicular, railway und 
trolley car bridges, at costs estimated 
from $1,000,000 to $20,000,000. 

The projected 8-mile span would be! 
from 20 to 27 feet wide, set on con- 
crete piling, so placed that it would not 
interfere with marine traffic. Two 
draws would permit passage of ves- 
sels to the Susquehanna river and the 
Delaware and Chesapeake canal. 

Backers of the project estimate two 
years will be required to complete it.

Quits International Presidency 


Under Fire From Other 
Groups of Soviet. 


COMMITTEES HAD HELD 
HIM UNFIT FOR PLACE 


Deposed Leader Clashed With 
United States and Britain 
Over Propaganda. 


Moscow, Nov. 23 (By A. P.).—Gregory 
Zinovieff, for many years one of the 
leading spirits with Joseph Stalin, Leon 
Trotzky and Leo Kameneff in the com- 
munist party, has for the time being 
officially disappeared from that party’s 
activities. He has resigned the presi- 
dency of the international, which he 
held more than seven years. 

The late formalities which deprived 
Zinovieff of his last important position 
were taken at the seventh plenary con- 
ference of the communist international 
now sitting in the kremlin, with repre- 
sentation from 52 countries. The con- 
ference was called for the express pur- 
pose of dealing with this matter and 
also to consider dissensions with the 
German communists, 

The central executive and control 
committees of the party had already in 
October declared Zinovieff unfit for 
further work in the party on account of 
his factional opposition. At his own 
request, however, Zinovieff was allowed 
to resign, and he submitted the follow- 
ing letter to the executive: 

“Owing to decisions accepted by the 
guiding organs of the largest section of 
the communist international I ask to be 
freed from the obligations of. president 
of the international, and generally from 
work in the international at the present 
time.” 

Bucharin May Get Place. 


His resignation was unanimously ac- 
cepted. It is believed Zinovieff will be 
succeeded by Nikolai Bucharin, who in 
October was elected to the praesidium, 
the governing body of the soviet union. 

The conference sent greetings to the 
British miners and the Chinese revolu- 
tionary masses, and appealed to the 
Workers of the World against the exe- 
cution of Sacco and Vanzetti, convicted 
by the Massachusetts courts, and 
against fascism. 


The withdrawal of Gregory Zinovieff 
from the presidency of the communi <‘ 
international is a direct consequence ¢ ° 
the internal strife among the Russian 
soviet leaders, but gains international 
significance in the light of the past ac- 
tivities of ‘“‘Lenin’s Boswell,” as Zino- 
vieff is known. 

The Russian peasant, his welfare and 
his destiny, is at the root of the fac- 
tional warfare waged between the fol- 
lowers of Joseph Stalin, who controls 
the communist party, and the opposi- 
tion, who claim Krupskaya, Lenin’s 
widow, as one of their leaders. Stalin 
is credited with having the interests of 
the peasants at heart, with a broader 
view of the soviet policy than such 
members of the Opposition as Trotzky, 
Zinovieff’ and Kameneff, who have 
fought for the original soviet ideas and 
still maintain that attitude, in spite of 
having made a partial renunciation in 
public. 

In the struggle which has been going 
on for a long time Stalin thus far has 
won. Zinovieff, Trotzky, Kameneff, Ra- 
dek and others have been summarily 


ousted, until only nominal positions 
are left to them. 


Clashed With United States. 


Now all that remains to the once all- 
powerful head of the communist inter- 
national, with its red ramifications 
throughout the world, is a memory of 
his foreign activities which brought his 
government into conflict both with the 
United States and Great Britain. 

The controversy with the United 
States government in 1923 arose out of 
instructions alleged to have been sent 
to the workers’ party of America by 
Zinovieff. He declared the documents 
were forged, but Charles E. Hughes, 
then head of the American State De- 
partment, insisted they were genuine. 

In England a letter alleged to have 
been written by Zinovieff, but which 
he branded as forged, became the cardi- 
nal issue in the political campaign of 
1924. It was used to advantage by the 
conservatives, and the labor govern- 
ment of Ramsay Macdonald, defeated 
at the polls, resigned. 

Zinovieff’s activities in Bulgaria and 
Germany also were revolutionary. 

Zinovieff managed to weather the 
storm which first appeared early tast 
year, but early this year the soviet gov- 
ernment began to mow down all the 
oppositionists. Zinovieff first failed of 
election to the praesidium; then was 
removed as head of the Leningrad so- 
viet; next he was ousted from the com- 
munist party political bureau and re- 
moved and censured by the communist 
central executive committee.

Belfast Opposes Change. 


Belfast, Ireland, Nov. 23 (By A. P.).— 
Opposition in the British parliament to 
the change in King George’s title, as 
proposed by the imperial conference, 
was forecast today by David Reid, con- 
servative M. P. for County Down. 

Decrying the proposed change, mak- 
ing the title read King of.‘‘Great Brit- 
ain, Ireland and the British Dominions 
Beyond the Seas,” instead of “The 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland,” as at present, Mr. Reid said: 

“The proposed alteration abolishes 
one error to substitute another. The 
new form conveys the impression that 
Ireland is an entity, whereas it is two 
states, as distinct as Canada. and New- 
foundland.”

The correspondence United 


States and Mexican governments reveals that 


between the 
the United States government is determined to 
withdraw its recognition of the Calles govern- 
ment if that government should fail to “respect 
in their entirety the acquired property rights 
of American citizens.”’ 

Mr. Kellogg’s note, dated October 30, clearly 
indicates that the United States has terminated 
the correspondence. Henceforth the relations 
bétween the United States and Mexico will de- 
pend upon the acts, and not upon the words, of 
the Mexican government. 

Recognition was extended

government in 1923 on the assurance that 
American property rights in Mexico would be 
respected. This assurance was embodied in 
declarations by the commissioners which were 
subsequently ratified by an exchange of notes 
the

between two governments, and which

for the recognition of the Mexican govern- 
ment.”’ 

In his last note the Mexican foreign secre- 
tary attempts to repudiate the binding force 
oft these declarations. He holds that they were 
not in the nature of a treaty, and professes to 
be ‘‘surprised’’ to find the United States insist- 
ing that recognition was conditioned upon the 
fulfillment of the obligations undertaken by 
Gen. Obregon and his commissioners. 

‘S. Throughout the last note from the Mexican 
Sovernment there is an effort to becloud the 
fact that the United States as a condition of its 
recognition of the Obregon government, re- 
quired an assurance from him that he would 
respect American property rights in Mexico. 

Mr. Kellogg’s final note holds the Mexican 
government strictly to the assurances given, 
and plainly intimates that recognition will be 
withdrawn if American property rights are 
Violated. 

_ The utmost. significance attaches to the brief 
warning uttered by Secretary Kellogg. With- 
drawal of recognition of the Calles government 
‘would be followed by its downfall. Revolu- 
tionary stirrings are increasing throughout 
Mexico. The Pope's encyclical has aroused the 
people against the antireligious cam- 


paign of the government. 


Mexican 
The Calles govern- 
ment can import arms and munitions freely 
ffom the United States, while parties opposed 
to the government are debarred from obtaining 
arms in this country. Withdrawal of recogni- 
tion would place Calles on a par with his 
enemies, and doubtless the people of Mexico 
would make short work of his regime. 

The confiscation of foreign-owned property 
in Mexico is the main object of the general 
communistic scheme. Persecution of all re- 
ligions is included in the communist plans, be- 
cause religion stands as a bar against com- 
munism. The experience of the Russian com- 
munists has taught them that they can not 
make while religion 
stands in the way. Hence they have attacked 
religion, and their agents ig, Mexico, who have 
acted as instructors of the Mexican communist 
organizers, have brought about the antire- 
ligious movement there.

It is not forgotten 
that all religious denominations denounced the 
murders of ecclesiastics by communists in Rus- 
sia. Apparently the same history is to be 
written in Mexico. 

Mexico is under the sway of Russian com- 
munism.

TREND OF FOREIGN TRADE. 


The Department of Commerce reports that 
for the first ten months of this calendar year 
commodity imports were valued at $3,705,000,- 
000, and commodity exports $3,866,000,000. 
Compared with the first ten months of 1925 
there was an increase of about $251,000,000 ‘in 
imports and a decrease of about $127,000,000 
in exports. 

The foreign trade of the United States for the 
last four years has increased steadily. The 
total foreign trade in 1922 was $6,900,000,000, 
in 1923 $7,800,000,000, in 1924 $8,100,000,- 
000 and in 1925, $9,100,000,000. 

If American production continues at the 
Same rate as in preceding years, there must be 
a greater effort to reach foreign markets, un- 
less the consuming power of the American peo- 
ple should greatly increase. It follows, there- 
fore, that American markets will be more and 
more important. If the surplus is not to grow 
beyond all bounds, the consuming power of the 
American people must be increased. The in- 
crease of population will take care of much of 
what is now the surplus, but not all. The high 
level of living conditions in the United States 
must be made still higher. 

This calls for the greatest possible efficiency 
of industry and the preservation of the Amer- 
ican market for American producers. Thus far 
the domestic market has consumed more than 
80 per cent of all production of the American 
factory and farm. 

The steady increase, of commodity imports 
until they have reached a total of more than 
$3,705,000,000 in value for the first ten months 
of this calendar year shows the rapid growth of 
the consuming power of the American people. 
Americans consume from $20,000,000,000 to 
$30,000,000,000 worth of domestic commodi- 
ties and more than $4,000,000,000 worth of im- 
ported commodities. No other nation on earth 
has such a consuming power. The only danger 
is that excessive imports will materially injure 
American production and American labor. 


JUMPING FROM THE MONUMENT. 


The recent tragic deaths by jumping from 
the Washington monument demonstrate an old 
adage of police departments the world over 
that types of crimes and suicides come in 
bunches. For over 85 years the Monument 
tempted no one to take his life by jumping. In 
1905 a painter fell from a scaffold and was 
killed; in 1923 a woman either jumped or fell 
down the elevator shaft; but in the first case 
death was accidental, and in the other there 
was a reasonable doubt. Later in 1923 the 
first intentional suicide occurred, when a man 
precipitated himself through one of the win- 
dows in the top of the shaft. Last Saturday 
morning and again on Monday last similar 
tragic episodes took place. Now that the idea 
has been suggested, it is possible that other 
persons, discouraged and preferring death ‘to 
life, will attempt to misuse the Monument in 
this manner unless proper precautionary steps 
are taken. 

While it is unfortunate that protection of 
the windows may to some extent spoil the 
unusual spectacle of Washington spread out 
in panorama, Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant, under 


whose jurisdiction is placed the policing of the 


shaft, realizes that a grill work or screening 
must be placed over the openings. Probably, 
however, it will be found upon investigation 
that an ornamental grillage can be designed 
with its protective bars at least a foot apart, 
making it impossible for a body to be squeezed 
through while at the same time cutting off 
little or none of the view. At any rate, for the 
protection both of the individual who might be 
contemplating similar action and the crowds 
which congregate at the base of the Monument 
the grillage should be put in place immediately, 


PATENT MEDICINE MAIL FRAUDS. 
Some time ago the Postoffice Department 


undertook a campaign to wipe out fake medi-, 


cine companies. On Saturday it won its first 


victory when a Kansas City Federal court jury 


found the head of a “‘laboratory’’ engaged in 
the sale of medical cure-alls guilty of using the 
mails to defraud. This is the first of a number 
of firms which will be suppressed under fraud 


orders by court action if necessary, although it> 


is thought that the precedent established by’ the 
jury in this instance, by convicting the pro- 
prietor on fifteen counts, each of which is 
punishable by a fine of $1,000 orefive years’ 
{mprisonment, will, do mugh to discourage 
further activity of the same sort. 

The laboratory or institute offering for sale 


medicine guaranteed to cure anything from 


lumbago to tuberculosis is an offspring of the 
old medicine showman. In the old days these 
individuals traveled from town to town in a 
gaudy wagon, putting on a free show in every 
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village through which the itinerary lay, the 
grand climax of which was a startling dem- 
onstration of the efficacy of the cure. Many 
bottles were sold, and the wagon always moved 
out of town before.the impotency of the remedy 
became generally known. Later, however, the 
descendants of these salesmen came to the 
realization that money could be made more 
quickly and with much less physical discom- 
fort by the simple expedient of placing an ad- 
vertisement in a magazine or newspaper, and 
letting the United States mail bear the burden 
of distribution. 

The Postoffice Department, however, feels 
that it has a voice in the matter. Not only are 
millions of dollars collected from the gullible 
each year for bottles containing little more 
than pink colored water or pills made of bread, 
but in some instatices the remedies contain 


health of the consumer. Because of these 
matters, the department set out to break up 
the practice... 

_Not all patent medicines are evil. Those 
which are, however, not only tend to destroy 
public confidence in all remedies, but consti- 
tute a genuine public menace. 
Department deserves the commendation of aH 
for undertaking the campaign to banish fake 
cure-alls from the market. 


WEATHER PROPHETS. 


Whether it was the “Cloud Digger,’’ that 
weather prophet of Connecticut, the goose- 
bone artist of Wisconsin, or our own private 
delver into the mysteries of the future who pre- 
dicted a very early and very cold winter can 
be ascertained by any one who has the patience 
to hunt through the files of The Post for the 


last year. Whoever he was he certainly missed 


it so far as the date of arrival of snow and ice 


is concerned. Instead. of a particularly early 


arrival and a long continued visit, Jack Frost 


has appeared only on rare occasions thus far 
this month of November, and he has scarcely 
honored us by remaining over night. 

The weather prognosticators who occasion- 
ally hit the right combination were away off 
in predicting that the summerless year of 1816 
would be repeated in 1926. By August, having 
realized that they had misread the crystal ball, 
the tea leaves in the cup, the cards in the pack 
and all other occult signs, the summerlesg 
summer was moved along to next June, July 
and August. But as the overdose of winter 
has not arrived on schedule time there is a 
ray of hope that the thermometer may regis- 
ter a temperature of 85 or more during some 
of the days of 1927, in spite of the gloom which 
these scientists have attempted to cast upon 
mankind. 

Cloud Digger has come tothe front again 
with another prediction. He has quieted the 
fears of such of the Gothamites as are inclined 
to look upon him as infallible as a weather 
forecaster, by publishing an assurance that 
what few earthquakes may visit Manhattan 
island during the next few years will be harm- 
less, and that it will be ‘‘countless centuries’’ 
before a quake will shake the rock-bound 
foundations of the island. It will be perfectly 
safe, therefore, to make the contemplated holi- 
day visit to New York; but keep away from 
Pennsylvania and Ohio mining regions, ‘‘for 
they are in the danger belt.’’ 


ZONING LAW SUSTAINED 


The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court day before yesterday that the village 
of Euclid, Ohio, has the right to prescribe the 
type of structures’which may be erected and 
activities which may be carried on in various 
so-called zones is of far-reaching importance. 
Whereas opponents of zoning legislation con- 
tend that the decision applies only to the par- 
ticular case which was argued, basing their 
stand on the fact that the court said in the 
course of the decision that specific applica- 
tions of zoning regulations may be found clear- 
ly arbitrary and unreasonable, it is generally 
thought that the ruling establishes the genera] 
right of any community to adopt a city plan 
and enforce adherence to it. 

In general the court said that when an in- 
junction is sought against a municipality on 
the broad ground that the existence and 
threatened enforcement of the ordinance by 
affecting values constitutes a present injury, 
the court will not scrutinize each provision to 
see that each will stand. the test of consti- 
tutionality, but feels that it is sufficient to 
determine if the ordinance in its general scope 
and dominant features is a valid exercise of 
authority. 


ponents of zoning laws. It is not to be ex- 
pected that from time to time zoning legisla- 
tion containing unjust and _ discriminatory 
features will not be enacted. In such cases 
the courts should function. Since, however, 
the Supreme Court found that the Euclid 
ordinance is in its general scope a valid exer- 
cise of authority, surely this is sufficient 
precedent to establish the right of any 
municipality to enact zone restrictive legisla- 
tion, provided, of course, that it is properly 
drawn. 

Municipal authorities and the general pub- 
lic may hail this ruling with the greatest sat- 
isfaction; Real estate operators should realize 
that in the larger sense zoning laws, establish- 
ing and maintaining property values, are to 
their advantage.

THE WASHINGTON POST BUREAU, 
124 N. Patrick St., Alexandria, Va. 
the dangerous turn at the north end 
of the Potomac Yard bridge was one 
of the principal subjects discussed at 


the meeting of the civic bureau of the 
chamber of commerce at its meeting 
yesterday, and it was decided to take 
up the matter with the State highway 
commission with a view to widening 
the road at this point. This has been 
the scene of at least one fatal accident 
and is considered as a veritable death 
trap for motorists not accustomed to 
the road. 

The proposed city park also was dis- 
cussed, and it was announced that the 
committee recently appointed to con- 
sider this project will make its report 
on location soon. It was stated that 
Alexandria post, No. 24, American Le- 
gion, is desirous of erecting a memorial 
in the proposed park in honor of the 
Alexandria men who died in the world 
war. 

The damage to sidewalks by coal 
wagons backing up on them without 
using planks or other protection for 
the walks and concrete curbing was 
discussed, and it was decided to request 
the city manager to have the city ordi- 
nance strictly enforced in this regard, 
a fine being provided in the ordinance 
for any driver who fails to properly pro- 
tect the walks and curbs. 

Attention was directed to the fact 
that many tourists passing through 
the city southbound evidently misun- 
derstand the sign at Washington and 
Franklin streets, and continue south 
on Washington street to the Catholic 
cemetery, instead of turning weSt on 
Franklin street. This also will be taken 
uv with the city manager. 

Some sentiment in favor of a return 
to the 18-mile speed limit for auto- 
mobiles in certain sections of the city, 
instead of the new limits established by 
State law, was evidenced. The State 
regulation, which was adopted by the 
city as a traffic ordinance, provides a 
limit of 15 miles an hour within the 
fire limits, 25 miles an hour in other 
sections of the city, and 35 miles an 
hour outside the corporate limits. These 
speed limits are uniform throughout 
the State, but appear to.be imperfectly

ARTILLERY’S REPORT 
URGES OFFICERS’ AID 


Too Many to Insure Promo- 
tion, Snow Says; Hous- 
ing Betterment Asked. 


An opportunity for promotion of jun- 
ior officers and remedy of intolerable 
housing conditions are urged in the an- 
nual report of Maj. Gen. William J. 
Snow, chief of field artillery. 

The report states that in the corps 
between the classes of 1917 and 1918-of 
the Military Academy, a block of ap- 
proximately 400 officers exists and an- 
other of less size between the classes 
of 1918 and’ 1919. On account of these 
the artillery has 267 captains, practi- 
cally all of whom were captains or 
higher in 1918 and who may still be 
captains twenty years from now.

It was held that the com- 
mission is without authority to “re- 
quire one who has obtained actual 
title and possession of physical prop- 
erty before proceedings were begun 
against it, to dispose of the same, al- 
though obtained through an unlawful 
purchase of stock.”

MILLIONAIRE INDIAN 
MUST GO UPON STAND 


Judge to Question Barnett, 
Who Gave $1,000,000 to 
Fix Competency. 


New York, Nov. 23 (By A. P.).— 
Jackson Barnett, aged Creék Indian, 
who signed away $1,100,000 with a 
thumbprint, must take the witness 
stand to demonstrate his own mental 
competency in the equity action to de- 
termine the validity of his donations 
to the American Baptist Home Mission 
society and his white wife. That was 
ruled today by Federal Judge Knox; in 
whose chambers the action is being 
heard, The court’s decision came after 
the three sides of the tripartite suit 
had rested their cases, without calling 
the Indian. 

The action was brought by Elmer 8. 
Bailey, appointed guardian of the 
wealthy Indian by an Oklahoma coun- 
ty court, to prevent the Equitable 
Trust Co., of New York, from turning 
over to the Baptist society $550,000 
which Barnett signed over to them 
after oil had been discovéred on his 

uarter section of Oklahoma grant 
land. Gift of a similar sum to his 
wife, who, it was testified, kidnaped 
the Indian with matrimonial intent, 
is likewise involved. 

Judge Knox, in advising he would 
ask Barnett to testify tomorrow, said 
he was still in doubt as to whether the 
Indian was competent to handle his 
own affairs. The defense contends 
Barnett is competent. The plaintiff 
avers he is not. 

A Creek interpreter will translate

GEAMAN ABMS CONTROL 


Paris and Berlin Are Declared 
Virtually Agreed; Briand 
Reports Progress. 


STRESEMANN UNDER FIRE 


Paris, Nov. 23 (By A. P.).—Early | 
withdrawal of interallied control of 
Germany's military affairs, to be suc- 
ceeded by periodic supervision by the 
League of Nations, is now looked upon 
as certain in French official circles. | 
Thé French and German governments, 
it was said by a high authority today, 
have virtually agreed as to the means 
whereby this change may be made. 


Only a few details still remain to be 
settled concerning the dismantling of 
the Koenigsberg fortifications, but so 
much progress has been made toward 
settlement that the question is no 
longér regarded as an obstacle. It was 
even intimated by those well informed 
that a complete accord will be made 
known at Geneva at the sessions of the 
league council. 

Simultaneously with the hopeful an- 
nouncement here that the military 
question soon would be smoothed out, 
the news came from Berlin that For- 
eign Secretary Stresemann, addressing 
the reichstag, demanded in behalf of 
his country the withdrawal of the in- 
terallied military control commission. 
His remarks, however, were not taken 
seriously in French circles, where they 
were looked upon as intended merely 
for home consumption. 

Discussing Franco-German affairs 
before the chamber of deputies foreign 
relations committee today, M. Briand, 
the foreign minister, expressed satis- 
faction at the progress made toward 
solution of the questions which have 
irritated one or the other of the gov- 
ernments since peace was signed.

JEWS ‘JEWS? SUFFERING ABROAD 


RELATED AT ORIVE RALLY 


Shot in Rouinanle During War 
for Speaking Hebrew, 
Says Connes. 


$150,000 GOAL FOR CITY 


Suffering among Jews in Russia, Rou- 
mania, and other parts of southern 
Europe vividly was described by. Capt. 
Frank Connes, official interpreter of 
the New York State supreme court, 
before the’ opening rally of the cam- 
paign to raise Washington’s $150,000 
quota in the United Jewish campaign, 
last night at the Jewish Community 
center. 

Capt. Connes said during the war 
Jews were shot down in the streets of 
Roumania simply because they had 
spoken Hebrew. Others were framed 
for spies because they were Jews, he 
said. While Jews were fighting in the 
trenches, their race was denied citi- 
zenship, he declared. The Jews of 
Roumania, he said, still are persecuted. 

In Russia, Jews not members of some 
labor or peasant body are ‘“declassed,” 
and among these people starvation, 
disease and death is rampant, he de- 
clared. He pictured hospitals and 
asylums in which children “were 
packed in like sardines,” of people 
dying along the roadsides and in the 
most abahdoned misery. The fund’s 
chief work, he said, is to give these 
people relief and to establish them on 
farms. 

One hundred and sixty persons have 
answered the call here and 25 teams 
have been formed, it was announced. 
Thirty teams and 200 workers are ex- 
pected to begin the drive Monday 
morning. A dinner at the Jewish Com- 
munity center Sunday night will open 
the drive.

game. But if the dealer have what is 
known as a Club No Trump (a long 
solid Club suit with a little side 
strength) things might go very badly 
for either the Business Pass or the two 
No Trumps.

The 
holder of a bust, who, by failing to an- 
swer leaves his partner in the lurch, 
perpetrates the most heinous of all 
Bridge crimes. Only with great strength 
(and a dependable partner) is a Busi- 
ness Pass justified. 

It is really the dependability of the 
doubler that makes possible the types 
of answers advocated for the first three 
hands given above; when the double 
can be relied upon, such answers: pro- 
duce results that to the uninitiated 
seem almost magical. So the pointer 
for today is: 

Double conservatively, 
mistically.

Such poor specimens are never allowed 
to propagate. That’s what we ate.

Kellogg in the first note. They are: 
“First—Lawfully vested rights of 


property of every description are to be 
respected and preserved in conformity 
with the recognized principles of inter- 
national law and of equity. 
“Second—The general understanding 
reached by the commissioners of the 
two countries in 1923, and approved by 
both governments at the time of re- 
sumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween them, stands unmodified and its 
binding force is recognized. | 
“Third—The principle of interna- 
tional law that it is both the right 
and the duty of a government to pro- 
tect its citizens against any invasion 
of their rights of person or property 
by a foreign government, and that this 
right may not be contracted away by 
the individual is conceded. | 
“Fourth—The principle that vested 
rights may not be imparted by legisla- 
tion retroactive in character or confis- 
catory in effect is not disputed.” 
These fundamentals, according to 
the American ition, were the basis 
on which the governments reached ac- 
cord at the time of the Warren-Payne 
commission, in 1928. They were agreed 
to, by President Obregon August 22, 
1923, and were conditional to the ex- 
tension of recognition of the Mexican 
government by the United States. 
It is regarded, therefore,: as highly 
significant that Secretary Kellogg con- 


cludes his note of July 31 with these 
| words:

acquired property rights of American 
citizens, which have been the subject 
of our’ discussion, and expects the 
Mexican government not to take any 
action under the laws in question and 
the regulations issued in pursuance 
thereto which would operate, either 
directly or indirectly, to deprive Amer- 
ican citizens of the full ownership, 
usé and enjoyment of their said prop- 
erties and property rights.” 

“My government on its part,” says 
the reply of Aaron Saenz, “expects that 
that of your excellency will: indicate 
the doncrete cases in which recognized 
principles of international law may 
have been violated or may be violated 
in disregard of legitimate interests of 
American citizens, since in such cases 
it will be disposed to repair such vio- 
lation. ‘The foregoing declaration 
shows that there can be no justified 
motive whatever for misunderstanding 
between the government of Mexico and 
that of the United States with regard 
to the matters which have been the 
subject of our correspondence.”

Hold Mexico Not Bound. 


The contention of the Mexican gov- 
ernment all thro ite reply is, first, 
that the negotiations of 1923 did not 
result in a formal agreement, and that 
the Calles government is not bound 
by matters discussed at that time.

EW YORK, Nov. 23 
Lighting the gridiron sky in a 
farewell flash of ancient rivalry, 
old foes of the Eastern “football arena 
will battle in five colorful closing games 
on Thursday. 

With the Mid-west claiming the 
Army-Navy classic Saturday for the 
first time, football followers in the 
East will see the campaign virtually 
ended in Thanksgiving day struggles 
‘hetween Columbia and Syracuse, Penn- 
Sylvania and Cornell, Pittsburgh and 
Penn State, West Virginia-and Wash- 
ington and Jefferson, Brown and 
Colgate. Another pair of traditional 
rivals meet Saturday when Holy Cross 
clashes with Boston college. 

Interest will be focused in the at- 
tempt of unbeaten Brown to smash 
through Colgate for a record of ten 
straight victories and a strong claim 
on Eastern as well ag national honors. 


In the Penn State-Pittsburgh 
melee, Bezdek’s men appear to be 
faced by a veritable “defeat com- 
plex.” The Nittany Lions have won 
only one of their last thirteen 


games against the Panthers. In 
each of their last three games, the 
Panthers have rolled up 20 or more 
points, while in six years Penn 
State has scored only one touch- 
down. 


Columbia, facing powerful Syracuse 
here, has not succeeded in turning 
back the Orange since their modern 
Series was inaugurated in 1901. Its 
elosest approach to a victory was ‘a 6 
to 6 tie in 1902. Last fall Columbia 
was beaten, 16 to 5, but this year the 
team has been braced by a triumph 
over Cornell and prospects appear 
bright.

The faithful Josephine Ford, giant 
Fokker monoplane with which Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd flew over the

The famous plane, although it ac-

Lieut. Donald E. Keyhoe, of the divi- 
sion of aeronautics of the Department 
of Commerce, in charge of the trip, de- 
clared not one of the three motors 
missed during the trip.

& passenger train. We were late only 
once, and that was at Shreveport, La., 
where we flew from Dallas, Tex. The 
air was extremely bumpy and a 45-mile 
gale blew us off our course.

“While en route from Denver to Chey- 
enne, Wyo., 
snowstorm, but kept straight to course, 
and in spite of the storm arrived in 
Cheyenne on time.

Keyhoe said the 
chief reason the schedule was pushed 
ahead was to enable members of the 
party to be in Washington Thanksgiv- 
ing. 

Plane Off to New York. 


The stops made in the various cities 
were for the purpose of arousing inter- 
est in air mail, the coming passenger 
travel by airplane, and the development 
of air ports, it was explained. 

The plane officially was turned over 
here to Commander Byrd, through 
whose courtesy the trip was made 
However, it left for New York at 2 
o’clock. 

Members of the party arriving here 
were Lieut. Keyhoe, Floyd Bennett, 
pilot, and Mrs. Bennett, who came up 
from Atlanta; Berndt Balchan, assistant 
pilot; Charles F. Kunkel, lecturer; Mill- 
burn Kusterer, advance agent, whc 
came up from Richmond, and John D. 
McFail, mechanic. All except Mrs 
Bennett and Kusterer made the trip 
throughout. 

The trip was made with the coopera- 
tion of the Department of Commerce 
and was financed by the Daniel Gug- 
genheim fund for the promotion o!

The report of the directors as read 
by Morris Kafka sanctioned De Ford's 
resolution and countered with a pro- 
posal that the Advertising club prepare 
without charge a national advertising 
campaign to advertise the city. “Such 
& campaign,” it read, “would be fa: 
less expensive and bring far greater 
results over a longer period of: time 
than would a celebration which would 
last but a few months,” and that the 
merchants ‘will not receive anywhere 
near the benefits they should receive 
in proportion to the amount they 
would be taxed.”

Immediately following the 
the opposition, notably among whom 
are Harry Hahn and C. H. Reilley, be 
gan the assault.
